The California athlete 
also holds tho broad Jump record. The depart- 
ment ha« neglected to slate tho name and pedi- 
gree of-this Ilea, but does give that of tho scien- 
tist who reported upon 
hlm-»— presumably 
his 


trainer and, porhnp.-j, his owner. Ho Is a distin- 
guished ento'mologist named Mllzmaln. 


The.high jump record is 7% inches; the broad 


Jump, IS inches. While the department of agri- 
culture has not. offered any prizes for breaking 
the record of the California Ilea, announcement 
of the California-insect's performance seems to 
Imply u challenge to the whole world and If any 
traitor can produce an aspirant for these'honors, 
ho might do well to send in well-authenticated 
data to the Bureau of Entomology, 'Department 
of Agriculture, at Washington.

The bureau lias paid a. fjood deal of 'attention 


to fleas but apparently has done so reluctantly, 
for It prefaces Its most comprehensive report on 
tho subject with tho statement that "fleas have 
forced-tlKimselve.s on man's attention for many 
centuries." 
Obviously, they forced themselves on 


the attention of tho government and prompted 
the publication of the bullciin which tells all 
about the insects. 


The department notes that fleas are annoying 


to mankind and arc a source of considerable wor- 
ry to dogs and other animals. 
73ut It also Is 


stated that their presence Is more serious than 
mere annoyance; they are 
carriers of 
disease 


germs, particularly oC the plague. 
Leprosy and 


other diseases also are declared to be traceable 
to the annoying Ilea. 


The'government scientists did a thorough job 


of investigating fleas after they had forced them- 
selves on their attention. 
They discovered that 


^there aro more than '100 varieties of this tiny, 
predatory Insect and that some creatures, notably 
rats, may be infected with at least 20 different 
species.

There are only two kinds which usually pay any 


attention to man fortunately. These aro the hu- 
man flea which has tho .Impressive Latin name 
of I'ulcx Irrltans, and the dog flea which boasts 
the still more impressive Jjttln name of Ctono- 
ccphalus Canls. 
J-'l'eas do not have .Latin names 


because ;they are descended from the Romans but 
merely because scientists apparently llko to at- 
tach to them label* n-s disagreeable aa the Lltcs 
the fhies attach to other creatures. 


The life of the 
fli a. is one round of activity. 


H in not a lengthy life, according to tho govern- 
ment .scientists. The flea IH produced from eggs 
of which some- -15U are laid every day by tho'fe- 
male Insect. l-'i-onr*2 to JL' days are required for 
the hatching of thesn eggs, depending upon cli- 
matic conditions such 'as heat and moisture and 
also upon general environment. 


When first hatched the flea is not a very active 


citizen but remains rather inert, lacking eyes and 
legs. Of course these embryo creatures are very 
iinall. 
They usually become amalgamated with 


the dust on the ground, on the floors of houses,

The av- 
erage cost of feeding increased ?55 a 
was placed at $15 a year, bringing the 
total increased expense of operating 
under llofc'iiett's system to $70, Tlie 
increased supply of milk thus netted 
the state a clear prollt of ?170 for 
each cow. 


Tiie department started the experi-
